Homer S. Cummings of Connecticut, 
chairman of the resolutions commit- 
ttee, and Senator Pittman of Nevada, 
secretary, who were appointed to do 
the work. 
Cummings said he 
believed

platform as a whole could be sub­ 
mitted to the full committee before 
night, but th a t it probably would not 
be laid before the convention before 
tomorrow. 
The Klan plank, which meets with 
almost unanimous favor in the com­ 
mittee, is a vigorous denunciation of 
all secret organizations which seek 
to impair racial equality and religi­ 
ous freedom, but does not mention 
the Klan by name. 
After the pouring out of much bit­ 
terness by delegates during the past 
few days and the expression of loud 
demands that the Klan be named, it 
was with cold, hard political judg­ 
ment that the members of the com­ 
mittee approached this issue.

New;;YorK, June 26.— In predicting an American triumph in the track and 
field ganges at I*ari* in ;Ji4 .v, consideration has been given to the fact that 
cfs tTie fraees get loflger This, country’s strength lessens. 
* ’ I n 't h e sprints, .the United States is supreme. 
Four men could acquire 
. 
the d read '“Charley horse" or suffer .some other calam ity, and w e have four 
oilier shprt-disto^ice men to fill their places. 
But there arq 23* events on the track and field program, and in som e of 
the;others A m eflfa will have to take a back seat. 
* T he’ French haye succeeded in arranging matters so that only four men 
front any offq.hatioii-ean enter any one event, with exception of the marathon, 
' i n which six may stajt. 
This means tlinf the most points this country can 
-w in in the JOO m eters, for instance, is 22. 
It would not,Ire surprising if we did get just that many in both the IOO 
and' 200 meters. 
. 
In the 400-m eters we liave J. Conn! Taylor'; record-breaking run at Cam­ 
bridge to raise our hopes of ultimate victory and a, place at the top of the 
' • flagpole, but here the ingress of European stars upon the point-winning places 
begins. 
In tl\f SOO meters, with Bill Richardson, Leland Stanford, S. C. Erick, 
Penn State’swgreat runner; Ray Dodge, Ray Watson and the game, hut inex­ 
perienced, “Soapy” Watters, the United States is well represented, hut it is 
probable that the French, English and other European niiddle-distance stars 
will break through the American front here. 
However, in both the 400 and 
800, we I wive every right to expect that this country will get as many points 
as all the other nations put together. 
Aware of the fact that America's strength was “team strength,” with a 
whole lot of good men around, the powers tin t were in this Nth Olympiad 
saw to it that first place counted IO points, second 5, third 4, fourth ll, fifth 
2 and sixth one. 
This militates against the United Slates, but we should 
worry! 
We have not only a lot,of good men, hut perhaps the one best man in 
; the four, short races. 
In the 1,500 m e ters'and the 3,000 meters, we find our main strength in 
those sterling Chicago athletes, Mr. Joiey Itay and Mr. Ray Bilker, “ Ike and 
Mljjre” of the Illinois A. C. 
At Cambridge, Mr. Milker attended to the shorter 
of The two runs, while Mr. Ray accounted for a first place in the longer. 
Unfortunately for these boys, there is a Finn named Nurmi, who, if 
right, and lie generally is, can run them into the ground 
one after the other. 
And Johnny Romig, our best ut 5,000 meters, and Verne Booth, 
in the 10,000 
meter event, are likely to encounter trouble in this sam e direction. 
The Scandinavians and the Letts and Finns and the boys from other parts 
of the top of Europe seem aide to get going and run on forever Just a little 
bit faster than anyone else wants to run. 
We have nothing in either the 5,000 
meters or the 10,000 meters to hope for, except the chance of picking up a 
couple of points to go with the grand total. 
Our steeplechasers didn’t show anything remarkable before they left. 
They had plenty of grit, hut that is not remarkable in the team the United 
States sent on the "America” a couple of w eeks ago. 
It’s the required thing. 
R. Payne of Ohio State, .w ho runs awkwardly, but without apparent effort, 
slipped and fell in this everft after lie had been around the stadium a dozen 
times and was blown and leg weary; 
But. be was up and after them in no 
time at all, and when it came to the gun for the final lap, he raced big Marvin 
Rick Into submission in the stretch. 
Nothing 
much for America in this event. 
But when it comes Jo the hurdles, what 
a different story! 
Here again 
the United States has a plethora of high-class talent which would make tho 
acquisition of 20 points or more in both the HO meter and 400 meter timber 
events not a surprise. 


Consider tho class. 
Earl Anderson was supposed to lie our best. 
He bad 
the misfortune to fall at the last hurdle in tho trials, got up and tried gam ely 
to crawl across the line on bleeding bands and knees. 
He was rewarded bv 
a chance in the finals, and although bis slight injuries did not affect him, he 
w as shut out!
